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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-30 are allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

As per claim 1 the prior art of ''Automated Network 
Monitoring" (MIT webpage) discloses a network security 
monitoring system, which logs the events and it also discloses 
Chitra (further described on the Chitra webpage) a tool for 
visualization for the log files (see page 4) , which are 
inherently transformed from the log file format to the 
visualization form. However this MIT webpage fails to disclose 
the transformation of the log file into a set of characters with 
associated action inputs. Microsoft has the strategy game Age 
of Empires II, which visually depicts characters that have 
action inputs. However, at the time of the invention there 
would be no motivation for a person of ordinary skill in the art 
to combine Microsoft's Age of Empires for the visualization of 
log files found in Chitra. Therefore this claim is allowable. 

Claims 2-10 are allowable based on their dependency on 
allowable claim 1. 
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Claim 11 discloses the transformer capable of performing 
the method of claim 1 and is allowable for the same reasons as 
described above. 

Claims 12-19 are allowable based on their dependency on 
allowable claim 11. 

Claim 20 discloses the system capable of performing the 
method of claim 1 with the further limitation of a strategy game 
rendering mechanism and is therefor allowable. 

Claim 21 is allowable because it is dependant on allowable 
claim 20. 

Claim 22 discloses a computer readable medium encoded with 
instructions to perform the method of claim 1 and is allowable 
for the same reasons as described above. 

Claims 23-30 are allowable based on their dependency on 
allowable claim 22.
